'whence -is ir, that noble Predeccflors, whoſe pure 
blood was neuercorrupted with any. odious ftaine, 
ſhould bring forth ſuch degenerating ſctenes ? Sure. 
ly, this generally proceeds from the too much liber. 
ity ther is granted toour yourh ;. whoſe inclinations; 
though otherwiſe good and equally diſpoſed, are v. 
ſually by C»flome, which becomes a Second nature, 
miſcrably depraned. Society they afte, and this in. 

tes them ; repaire to publike places they admit, 
and this corrupts them. Thoſe eminent examples 
which their Noble Progenitors left them, become 
buried with them. They. comply with the time ;
